NEW DELHI, March 4—(f)— 
Bohuslav G. Kratochvil, 50, 
Czechoslovak ambassador to India, 
disappeared March 1 after being 
summoned home and an embassy 
spokesman said Sunday he is con- 
sidered a traitor. 

Kratochvil, former ambassador 
to London, was appointed to the 
Indian post in November, 1949, 
by the then foreign minister, 
Vlado Clementis, now reported 
under arrest in Czechoslovakia for 
plotting against the Communist 
regime. Clementis and Kratochvil 
were described as good friends. 

Unconfirmed reports here said 
the ambassador had taken his 
wife and daughter to Bombay. 
Dusan Pokorny, second secretary 
at the embassy, said: “I know 
nothing about his movements 
since he left the embassy.” The 
Indian foreign office said it knew 
nothing of his whereabouts and 
added that he had not made for- 
mal application for asylum. 

The embassy issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“Dr. Kratochvil, after having 
been summoned to Prague for 
consultation, left the premises of 
the Czechoslovak embassy on the 
early morning of Thursday along 
with his family. His action in 
abandoning the embassy without 
informing the members of his 
staff is to be considered his resig- 
nation from his official post.

It is not in 
fact believed he would make his 
debut as a government chief under 
such critical circumstances. The 
implication was he would report 
to President Vincent Auriol the 
way was cleared for an agreement 
under leadership of someone else. 

Mollet’s plan is understood to 
be formation of a short-term cabi- 
net with a limited program of ac- 
tion to complete in a few months 
time before elections which would 
be advanced to take place by the 
end of June instead of October or 
November. Its principal aims 
would be: 

1. To take some drastic meas- 
ures to deal with the question of 
rising international and domestic 
prices and to solve the dispute on 
government subsidies. Mollet was 
believed to favor flexibility of 
prices and creation of a stabiliza- 
tion fund to contro] them. 

2. To get the budget voted and 
armament production under way. 

3. To get the passage of a con- 
stitutional reform eliminating the 
feature which requires a Commu-~ 
nist in the pre-election cabinet and 
simplifies procedure in inducting 
the new Premier. 

Mollet deliberately placed the 
thorny issue of electoral reform 
in the background and it is thought 
his purpose would be to have the 
government leave it strictly to 
Parliament. A special arbitration 
committee with such a neutral fig- 
ure as former Premier Edouard 
Herriot as chairman and a mixed 
membership of the Assembly and 
the Advisory Council of the Re- 
public would attempt to facilitate 
a compromise while Assembly 
works out its program. 

If Mollet does not agree to un- 
dertake the mission of forming 2 
government, Auriol will call some- 
one else to test the solidity of 
Mollet’s plan. It might be Robert 
Schuman, Rene Mayer or possibly 
Herriot.

Rugged Cross 


As we approach Easter, Amer- 
fca’'s favorite gospel hymn, “The 
Old Rugged Cross,” will be sung 
innumerable times. We like to 
sing about the cross, and talk 
about it; but taking up that cross 
and bearing it daily is altogether 
something else. We don’t like to 
do it. Our cross-bearing too often 
limits itself to wearing the cross 
as an ornament, and using it as a 
decoration for churches. Those 
crosses are perfectly formed; but 
you will recall that Jesus’ cross 
Was a very rugged one. 

Jesus’ cross was a thing of 
shame in the world’s eyes;, but 
now for th: world it is man’s one 
hope of redemption. One preacher 
recently said, as he was installed 
as church pastor, the cross had 
nothing to do with our salvation; 
while another preacher said he 
was tired of hearing about the 
cross. That’s the trend of mod- 
ernism and liberalism. I like that 
picture of my childhood days, 
showing a woman clinging to the 
cross. Personally, I testify that 
is my one and only hope. St. Paul 
made it his one theme. It might 
be that the world would be better, 
if there were more cross-bearing 
and less singing about it.

Drugs Stolen in Boston Given ' 
Black Mart Value of $500,000

Elmer E, Seaman, plant men- 
ager of the Lederle Laboratory, a 
branch of the American Cynamid 
Company, said the drugs would 
be worth nearly $500,000 on the 
European black market. 

Seaman said the thieves ob- 
tained the drugs by hijacking a 
company truck and raiding the 
laborato: y warehouse. 


They seized $3,000 worth of 
drugs in the hijacking on Feb. 
14 and $79,870 worth in a night 
— on the laboratory two days 
ater. 


Police said the thieves evident- 


ly intended to ship the drugs 
abroad. They pointed out that 
Boston is one of the closest points 
by plane to the European con- 
tinent. ; 

Authorities reported they with- 
held announcement of the thefts 
in the hope they might trap the 
thieves shipping the material.

We, the Grand Jury for Jan- 
' uary-February, 1951, term of Ful- 
.ton Superior Court, hand you 
- herewith the following Present- 
ment: 
LIQUOR LICENSES 


In 1938 the prohibition law un- 
der which Fulton County is oper- 
_ gting went into effect. Since that 
« time many Grand Juries have 
*-made presentments in reference 
“ to the licensing of retail stores in 
- the city and county, and have 
“ made recommendations that cer- 
* tain corrections be made. This 
« Grand Jury has again investigated 
_ this matter and finds that the 
evils, existing at the time the other 
Grand Juries made their investi- 
gation and pointed out, still con- 
tinue. We wish to again call at- 
tentidn to the public that the value 
of retail licenses has risen and is 
of great value to those holding the 
same and it now appears to us that 
those are being obtained and held 
by a few “selected individuals.” 
We have determined: 


(1) Many licenses were ob- 
tained and are still in force that 
were secured by fraudulent means. 


(2) There are twenty-three 
holders of liquor licenses in the 
city and county with criminal 
Tecords. 


(3) Excessive wholesale and re- 
tail dues provide a political cam- 
paign fund which is already being 
used to influence legislation and 
the election of city and county 
officials. 


(4) Two families own a total 
of sixteen stores and some of these 
stores show a net profit up to 
$100,000 each per year. | 

(5) The multiplicity of, owner- 
ship has created vast financial em- 
pires which we fear has effected 
the overruling of the Planning 
Board by the County Commission- 
ers in zoning matters. _ 

(6) It further appears to this 
Grand Jury that one of the chief 
qualifications for the obtaining of 
retail liquor licenses outside the 
city limits is close friendship with 
certain county officials. We want 
to commend the action of two 
County Commissioners for their 
efforts to control and restrict re- 
tail licenses. 

In view of these findings, we 
recommend the following: 

(a) That all liquor licenses be 
cancelled and we adopt the state 
owned liquor store plan. 

(b) Realizing that this cannot 
be done until the tremendous fi- 
nancial empire which has already 
gained a foothold has been de- 
stroyed, we recommend immedi- 
ately that both the City Council 
and the County Commissioners 
eancel every existing license and 
reissue them only after the most 
thorough investigation and confine 
only one license to one person in 
a family by blood relationship or 
marriage. 

‘(c) That the city of Atlanta 
abandon its policy of a limited 
mumber of liquor store licenses 
and that all cities and Fulton 
County adopt the policy of issuing 
to any person who can meet the 
sg regen and requirements of 

e law, a license to operate a liq- 
uor store in the downtown busi- 
ness areas of all the incorporated 
cities of the county, provided, of 
course, that the people of the in- 
corporated cities other than At- 
lanta desire liquor stores, and to 
none other. 

(d) That the police department 
and license inspector make a full 
report of the facts on the space 
provided in the application and no 
recommendation as to the issuance 
or non-issuance of the license. 

(e) A special presentment deal- 
ing with the granting and declin- 
ing of applications for liquor li- 
censes is made contemporaneously 
herewith. A committee of this 
Grand Jury conducted a thorough 
investigation of the methods and 
practices followed in such matters. 
Witnesses were examined, and 
their testimony has been tran- 
scribed, attached to and by refer- 
énce made a part of the special 
presentment. Because of the length 
of this testimony, this Grand Jury 
deemed it impracticable to include 
it in the general presentments. 
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these investigators are handi- 
capped by limited sources of in- 
formation furnished by the appli- 
cant. 


We recommend: 


(1) Thata staff of night inves- 
tigators be employed. 

(2) That the Federal Govern- 
ment be urged to remove restric- 
tions on investigators. We wis 
to commend the recent legislature 
of this state in passing a suitable 
resolution requesting the Federal 
Government to take action on this 
matter. 


(3) That a check on those -ar- 
rested in the city and county 
should be made against warrants 
issued for the abandonment of 
children. 


(4) That a more diligent effort 
be made to make arrests in all 
cases where warrants are issued 
for the abandonment of minor 
children and, if necessary, addi- 
tional officers be assigned to this 
duty. 


SCHOOLS SYSTEMS OF AT- 
LANTA AND FULTON 
COUNTY 


The Grand Jury spent consid- 
erable time in investigating this 
department. We wish to com- 
mend the superintendent of Ful- 
ton County Schools, Mr. Paul 
West, and Miss Ira Jarrell, super- 
intendent cf the Atlanta City 
School System, and their entire 
staffs for their excellent work and 
efficient operations in the teach- 
ing departments, as well as the 
maintenance of buildings and 
equipment. The Grand Jury was 
impressed with the lunch program 
and the operation of the cafeterias. 
Playgrounds were in good condi- 
tion. and in most cases adequate. 
It is felt that the County Public 
Works Department and the City 
Construction Department should 
furnish immediately equipment to 
complete unfinished playgrounds. 
Several schools are badly in need 
of sidewalks. 

We strongly recommend that an 
adequate cafeteria be built at once 
for the Washington High School 
to be ready for the next school 
session. 

We recommend that the teacher 

load in the colored elementary 
schools be relieved by constructing 
the Walker Street and Carter 
Street Schools, if needed and when 
funds are available. 
We wish to commend the school 
boards for foresight in the erec- 
tion of new schools, and the fact 
that these were erected at such a 
low building cost. 

We were much impressed with 
a white and Negro vocational 
school system operated jointly by 
the city and county school sys- 
tems with a competent and effi- 
cient staff.. Courses are practical 
and organized, and with large en- 
rollments of men and women. 

We wish to urge the Atlanta 
School Board to press for more 


Recommendations as to the imme- 
diate needs of this institution are: 


(1) Individual dining rooms for|k 


each building be retained. 


(2) That the Fulton County 
Public Works Department consult 
with the American Legion Post 
No. 1 towards the construction of 
an athletic field at this institution. 


h| We understand that this organiza- 


tion has a sizeable sum which they 
will contribute to this project. 


(3) That immediate steps be 
taken to collect from parents who 
have children in this institution 
and have the ability to pay for 
their upkeep. 

(4) That the services of a psy- 
chiatrist be obtained.

ALMS HOUSE 


We made an investigation of the 
Alms House and we find it to be 
in perfect condition and Mrs. 
Boynton and her staff are doing a 
splendid job. However, we rec- 
ommend: 

(1) That new kitchen stoves 
be purchased, preferably gas 
stoves, provided the gas main is 
extended one-fourth mile to fur- 
nish this facility. 

(2) The floors be covered with 
linoleum, or suitable covering. 

(3) That the left wing of the 
colored home be reroofed. 

(4) That gutters be repaired. 

(5) Provide exhaust fan for 
kitchen of colored alms house. 

(6) Provide stoker for colored 
alms house. 

(7) That suitable medical at- 
tention be provided. 

(8) That individual lights be 
installed for each bed in the sick 
wards. 

We further recommend that a 
complete study be made of this 
project to the end that a saving 
might be made if this project were 
eliminated and the inmates were 
placed on relief. 


JUSTICES OF THE PEACE 


We examined the records of all 
the Justicés of the Peace and No- 
tary Public Ex-Officio throughout 
the county and find that the rec- 
ords of these judges, with the ex- 
ception of very few, are in good 
condition and that these officials 
are rendering a valuable service 
to the county. The few instances 
of irregularities were called to the 
attention of the judges, and we 
feel sure that future Grand Juries 
will not find that this situation 
still exists. 


OLD COURT HOUSE 
BUILDING 


We recommend immediate em- 
ployment of an architect to make 
a thorough study of the present 
courthouse building so that this 
building can be made modern and 


funds from the Atlanta Public 
Housing Authority in order to 
equalize the cost of @ducating the’ 
children living in those Federal 
housing projects with the cost 
borne by other taxpaying citizens. 


MUNICIPAL AIRPORT 


The Municipal Airport was vis- 
ited and all the facilities were 
gone over, and an investigation 
revealed: 

The physical properties of the 
airport seem to be in order with 
the exception of the surplus ma- 
terial stored at the airport, which, 
in our opinion, approximates fif- 
teen to twenty thousand dollars, 
on which there is no record in the 
city files nor on inventory of any 
description kept in the airport 
manager’s office. In our opinion, 

is is very valuable inventory. 
Some of the materials cannot be 
purchased in the open market at 
the present time. We strongly rec- 
ommend that a physical inventory 
be taken of this surplus material 
and either an estimated or re- 
placement value be placed on this 
surplus and a careful record kept 
in the city’s files. 

The audited report for 1949 and 
the bookkeeper’s record for 1950 
were submitted to us for inspec- 
tion, Apparently everything is in 
order. In addition to this, the 
books were Opened for inspection 
on the houses which the city rents 
each month and apparently this 
record was in order also. 

In the opinion of this Grand 
Jury, the recommendations of the 
previous Grand Juries have been 
carried out with reference to the 
airport er receiving fees 
from different agencies operating 
at the airport. 

Great strides. have been made 
in building and maintaining this 
airport of which the city can well 
be proud.

of these machines. 


THE CITY STOCKADE AND 
FARM 


The operation of the Stockade 
and Farm under the management 
of Mr. H. H. Gibson, superinten- 
dent, and Mr. Ed Brannen, assist- 
ant superintendent, seems to be 
very good. The buildings and 
grounds are clean and well kept 
and as efficiently operated as an 
ihstitution of this kind could be. 
The prisoners are adequately fed 
and quarters are comfortable with 
probably the exception of inade- 
quate toilet facilities in the white 
men’s section. We believe that 
more fire-fighting equipment 
should be available inside the main 
quarters. One extinguisher of the 
type that should be inspected and 
recharged at least once each year 
to comply with the Underwriters’ 
Code, showed that it was last in- 
spected and recharged in 1946, 

The farm buildings and farm 
equipment, with the exception of 
the dairy barn are in excelient 
condition. We would recommend 
that a new dairy barn be provided. 


STONEWALL WORK CAMP 
This camp, including buildings, 
grounds and facilities, is clean 
and well kept. Some of the prison- 
ers were questioned and had no 
complaint as to treatment. 
JAILS 


‘The Palmetto Jail is a disgrace. 
It is filthy and without water or 
toilet facilities. In the opinion of 
this Grand Jury it should not be 
allowed to exist as a jail. | 

The Fairburn Jail is adequate 
but should be cleaned up and 
painted.

This Grand Jury would like to 
go on record as strongly condemn- 
ing the use of any city or county 
property or equipment for any 
purpose other than that for which 
the law authorizes. 


WATER SUPPLY 


Your Grand Jury has made a 
complete study of plans to increase 
water supply for Greater Atlanta 
and the unincorporated areas in 
the “Plan of Improvement Pro- 
gram.” We met with Mr, Frank 
Shaw, of the Industrial Bureau of 
the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce; Mr. Paul Weir, Superin- 
tendent of the Atlanta Water 
Works; Wiedeman and Singleton, 
Consulting Engineers for the City 
of Atlanta; City Councilmen Jack- 
son, Huie, Wood, Vickers and 
Evans, and Mayor Hartsfield, and 
we have listened to the testimony 
of County Manager Fuller and 
Commissioners Hailey and Ald- 
redge concerning the vital neces- 
sity for adequate industrial and 
domestic water supplies through- 
out Fulton County. We have vis- 
ited the offices of the Atlanta 
Water Department and studied 
their proposed plans, maps and 
factual data as to ‘present facilities 
and contemplated facilities, and as 
a result of our thorough analysis 
of this general subject our find- 
ings are as follows: 


Our basic water supply flows 
from the crystal clear waters of 
the Blue Ridge Mountains, and in 
this respect Fulton County is ex- 
ceptionally fortunate. We must 
learn to appreciate and conserve 
this priceless asset as essential to 
our very existence. In 1925 a 
drought condition in North Geor- 
gia seriously affected our water 
supply and forced us to virtually 
ration water. Since that time At- 
lanta’s growth has really been phe- 
nomenal. The industrial demand 
upon our water supply has greatly 
increased, and today we are sup- 
plying 1,500 industries and a 
greatly increased population 
throughout the metropolitan area 
dependent upon our Atlanta water 
supply for essential domestic wa- 
ter supply. Atlanta grows where 
water goes. 


It is indeed fortunate for Fulton 
County that the far-visioned engi- 
neers of the Atlanta Water De- 
partment and progressive Mayor 
Hartsfield, some years ago recog- 
nized the great importance of 
storing water against such drought 
conditions and initiated and ob- 
tained the original funds from 
Washington with which to survey 
our needs, which brought forth 
the proposed establishment and 
beginning of Buford Dam. 

North Georgia is a rugged, roll- 
ing country. Invariably we have 
much waterfall in the spring and 
drought conditions in August, Sep- 
tember and October. Much of our | 
rainfall, for lack of proper soil 
conservation methods, cascades 
down our rugged hills, carries our 
top soil with it, and has deposited 
millions of tons of same down the 
Chattahoochee to the Gulf. 


We are one of the few areas in 
the country that receive abundant 
water fall and thus can enjoy this 
blessing for industrial and per- 
sonal domestic use, provided we 
have the vision to store the surplus 
of water we receive during the 
first six months of the year so that 
it can be rationed out to us 
through the remainder of the year. 
Our spring rains far exceed our 
needs, whereas we invariably have 
a drought condition in August, 
September and October. Thus if 
we would have a constant ade- 
quate supply we must admit the 
absolute necessity for Buford Dam 
and the impounding of surplus 
spring rains, that may be released 
later in the year to give us a 
steady, normal flow of the Chatta- 
hoochee River below said Dam, 
and thus guarantee to Atlanta and 
Fulton County an adequate year- 
around water supply. 


We are told that this Dam will 
cost $42,000,000.00, and require six 
years to complete the job. Thus if 
we had the money today it would 
take us six years to bring about 
our essential basic needs. 

en fi this Dam will 


impound water and create an ar- 


tificial lake of 39,800 acres, having 
a shore line of approximately 580 
miles, and give to Fulton County 
and Georgia a marvelous recrea- 
tional area as well as a priceless 


asse 
Already this entire area has 
been mapped out and surveyed, 
and much preliminary work ac- 
tually a by reason of 
the aggressive activities of Mayor 
Hartsfield, who with the co-opera- 
tion of Judge Davis, our excellent 
n, and Dick Russell, 

our able Senator, obtained the 
necessary funds with which to ac- 
complish this preliminary work. 
Until such time as this Dam is 
built and completed, it is entirely 
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possible that we may have an- 
other drought condition such as we 
had in 1925, in which event water 
may be SEVERELY RATIONED, 
many industrial users will be cut 
off from water for industrial pur- 
poses and the fire protection fa- 
cilities af the entire area will be 
greatly impaired during such a 
drought condition because the 
river level is so low at such times 
that we just cannot take from it 
our daily needs under such condi- 
tions. A conflagration at such a 
time could spell a catastrophe 
similar to “San Francisco” or 
“Chicago.” Thus it is of paramount 
importance to every citizen of this 
area that they inform themselves 
concerning this entire subject and 
do whatever they can do to accel- 
erate the completion of Buford 
Dam. 


Competent engineers have fac- 
tually studied the water supply 
needs of Greater Atlanta, surveys 
of the entire area have been made 
and the subject thoroughly ana- 
lyzed. A future growth program 
has been intelligently designed, 
and if the money were available 
today it would require about six 
years to carry out said program. 
The program is roughly divided 
into an A and a B program. 

Briefly, the “A” prograrn is de- 
signed to eliminate miles of 2-inch 
pipe now installed in the new 
areas coming in under the “Plan 
of Improvement,” and replace it 
with 6-inch water mains, ins 
fire hydrants throughout said area, 
and connect these 6-inch lines with 
the necessary larger lateral lines. 
It is estimated that this “A” pro- 
gram would cost approximately 
$4,000,000.00. 


Project “B” admits the absolute 
necessity for additional filtering 
facilities and it has been decided 
that the best and most economic 
manner of handling this is to take 
a new suction from the Chattahoo- 
chee River, build an additional 
new filtering plant near the River, 
place the filtering plant near the 
River, filter the water at said lo- 
cation and pump filtered water 
into the City. In addition to a new 
filter plant, larger water mains 
are contemplated to tie together 
existing facilities with these large 
arteries. It contemplates the build- 
ing of a million-gallon steel stor- 
age tank at Adamsville, and from 
said tank run large water arteries 
and tie same into the present large 
water mains east and southeast of 
Adamsville. This “B” project 
would require an expenditure of 
approximately $5,000,000.00. 


With these projects finished, we 
would have adequate filtering fa- 
cilities, we would have large wa- 
ter arteries running from Sandy 
Springs to the filtering plant, and 
south to Adamsville and southeast 
to the storage tank at Lee and 
Beecher Streets, and a large artery 
from the Lee Street tank back to 
the present main water plant, with 
interlaced smaller water mains to 
adequately supply a greater grow- 
ing Atlanta and environs. 

We find that Atlanta has during 
the past five years, extended large 
arteries to Sandy Springs and to 
Hapeville, and has been selling 
surplus water to Marietta and 
Smyrna off of the Bell Bomber 
arge main. The large Ford plant 
receives Atlanta water via Hape- 
ville. A large 10-inch main runs 
out the old Jonesboro Road to 
Conley, goes through Conley and 
loops back via Highway 42 with an 
8-inch main to Moreland Avenue, 
thus giving Conley General Depot 
Base a large circulating water 
main. Numerous requests along 
this loop have been made for 
water and turned down because 
this loop was primarily set up to 
serve Conley—a primary defense 
supply base. The same is true con- 
cerning the large Bell Bomber 
main, except for surplus water 
that has been sold to Marietta and 
Smyrna, and we are told that 
Marietta and Smyrna have been 
notified that they must contem- 
plate building their own individual 
water supplies and not to look for- 
ward to depending upon the 
Bomber plant main. 

Supplying water for these basic 
defense plants and other lesser 
ones throughout. the entire area 
certainly makes Atlanta a strategic 
point from a national defense 
viewpoint, and makes it all the 
more important that Washington 
accelerate the completion of Bu- 
ford Dam. We are told that our 
Congressmen, Messrs. George, 
Russell, Wood and Davis are all 
in accord on this point. 

In order to store a large reserve 


leys that reflect varying hourly 
demands. 

Thus these storage tanks absorb 
the surplus against the next day’s 
greater demands, and lessen 
pumping costs per gallon, and 
make for a more steady, unified 
flow throughout the City. 

Another such storage tank is 
contemplated in the future pro- 
gram for Adamsville, mentioned 
under the “B” plan. 

We are also informed that 
pumping facilities have been thor- 
oughly overhauled and that the 
entire system is in an excellent 
state of repair. We find that within 
the last two years a scraping 
process has been applied to all of 
the large arteries of our present 
water distribution system, and 
hundreds of tons of encrustation 
has been removed from our pres- 
ent large water mains, which has 
greatly reduced the friction losses 
within said mains. Said process 
has increased the volume of avail- 
able water, through said water 
mains and lessened the pressure 
necessary to supply said volume of 
water, which means that this 
cleaning-out process has lowered 
our pumping cost and given us a 
greater supply of water, and we 
are informed that cross connecting 
mains are to be similarly treated. 

Thus, it is significant that many 
of our large mains, which have 
been in use for many, many years, 
have been cleaned out during the 
last two years through modern 
processes, which has given us 
greater volumes of water at bet- 
ter pressures without tearing up 
our streets or laying new water 
mains, and this is to the credit of 
the intelligent management that is 
in charge of our Atlanta Water 
Works. 

A 24-hour recording gauge is 
placed in every fire station in At- 
lanta, and said gauge is connected 
directly to the adjacent City water 
main, and it records the 24-hour 
pressures the Water Department 
delivers to that point, and an 
analysis of these charts shows that 
a great improvement has been 
made in the constancy of the water 
volume and pressures maintained 
in the various areas throughout 
the water system, and reflects the 
improvements made in _ recent 
years. 

Our water system supplies 1,500 
different industries and supplies 
fire protection water for more 
than 1,000 automatic sprinkler 
systems throughout the entire 
area. These automatic sprinkler 
systems, by reason of their ability 
to automatically cqntrol fires oc- 
curring within said properties, 
greatly lessen demands made upon 
our water system and our fire- 
fighting departments as represent- 
ed by the Atlanta Fire Depart- 
ment. 

This is mentioned because an ex- 
cellent water supply makes possi- 
ble these 1,000 systems, distributed 
throughout the area, which great- 
ly lessen Atlanta’s fire losses, 
lessen conflagration hazards, and 
help to maintain Atlanta’s favor- 
able fire insurance rates, as ap- 
plicable to the entire City. Thus 
our water supply, with its ade- 
quate number of fire hydrants and 
privately owned automatic 
sprinkler systems, gives to Atlanta 
a “first-class” fire rating that af- 
fects all fire insurance rates on all 
properties in the entire area, and 
this fire rating will ultimately 
benefit the fire rating of the new 
area of Fulton County to be taken 
into the City of Atlanta proper. 

Your Grand Jury assured 
County and City officials that our 
investigation of available water 
supplies was in the interest of all 
Fulton County citizens. We assured 
all that our investigation was not 
punitive but rather an investiga- 
tion and analysis of present facili- 
ties, contemplated plans, and ad- 
ditions, to assure Fulton County 
citizens that their needs for ade- 
quate water were being given 
reasonable and intelligent consid- 
eration, and in the absence of 
such, to make recommendations 
consistent with the needs of our 
citizens. 

We conscientiously feel that the 
citizenry of Fulton County is ex- 


veloped along intelligent and con- 
structive lines, and one that has 
anticipated the future and done 
about it in the prepara- 

tion ofits future plans. 
It is regrettable that the revenue 
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best interest of all, could be made, 


basic investment could be spread 
over a long period of years and the 
amortization cost, plus interest 
thereon, could be deducted from 
the revenue of the Atlanta Water 
Department before giving 30 per- 
cent of said revenue to the Atlanta 
Schools. This is a subject that 
should be given serious considera- 


school department officials. We 
recommend: 


(a) That legislation be enacted 
whereby the Atlanta School sys- 
tem directly levies a school tax, 
thus having the School Depart- 
ment stand on its own foundation, 
and directly accountable to the 
public, rather than collecting its 
revenue, as is the case today, via 
the Treasury of the City of At- 
lanta. We are advised that the ma- 
jority of metropolitan cities levy 
a direct school tax and are thus 
responsible directly to the public 
for the collection and distribution 
of tax funds. 

DeKalb County does not have 
such a problem. Their water reve- 
nue can be plowed back into ex- 
pansion of their water system, and 


jit is significant that DeKalb Coun- 


ty in recent years has developed 
an excellent water system. 
Atlanta and Fulton County can 
only compliment DeKalb County 
in the building of its excellent 
water facilities. Our hat is off to 
them, and we are in no way en- 
vious of their fine progress; how- 
ever, we are alert to the basic 
needs of Fulton County, and it is 
our purpose that those needs be 
given the consideration by all cit- 
izens that this subject deserves. 


(b) That it become the duty of 
the County Manager to aggressive- 
ly co-operate with all municipali- 
ties of Fulton County, civic and 
industrial associations, representa- 
tives of railroads, real estate op- 
erators and owners of Fulton 
County property, to the end of 
encoura desirable industries to 
locate in Fulton County. Other 
organizations endeavor to bring 
industries to the Southeast, but 
we specifically recommend that it 
be the duty of the Fulton County 
Manager to aggressively pursue 
this subject with all concerned, 
and let it be known that Fulton 
County welcomes more industries, 
and is in a position to provide 
reasonable facilities. 

(c) Atlanta officials assure us 
that adequate water supplies will 
be extended into unincorporated 
areas of Fulton County, where ex- 
tension of such water mains would 
make possible the establishment of 
desirable new industries. 

(d) That an incinerator for gar- 
bage disposal is being considered, 
in the vicinity of the anticipated 
new filtering plant, as a matter of 
economics. We are advised that it 
is possible, over a period of years, 
to amortize the cost of such a 
properly designed incinerator eer 
bage disposal plant by using the 
steam created therefrom to operate 
the water pumps of the new filter- 
ing plant, thus creating an asset 
out of waste material, to say noth- 
ing of the sanitary advantages of 
an additional garbage disposal 
plant. . 

(e) We wish to commend the 
excellent, far-visioned manage- 
ment ct the Atlanta Water De- 
partment, by the Finance Commit- 
tee of City Council, in that they 
have brought about consistent, far- 
visioned, vital improvements in 


the|Atlanta’s water system, despite fi- 


nancial handicaps heréin men- 
tioned. They have certainly exer- 
cised sound, financial judgment in 
the expenditure of funds made 
available for the improvement of 
the Atlanta water supply. 

(f) It is our thought that great- 
er tax revenue will accrue to At- 
lanta and Fulton County when the 
facilities herein recommended be- 
come a reality. Thus it behooves 
us to bestir and busy ourselves to 
the end that completion of these 
much-needed facilities be accel- 
erated as rapidly as possible. 

(g) It is vital to Atlanta that 
appropriations now be made by 
Washington for the completion of 
Buford Dam, and to this end it is 
requested that a complete copy of

SALE OF TIMBER BY COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS 


We have spent practically two 
days hearing evidence attempting 
to ascertain just what took place 
in the sale of the timber on the 
county property, consisting of 
about 2,500 acres off Gordon Road. 
We are satisfied that the County 
Commissioners, acting by a ma- 
jority, to-wit: Commissioners 
Towns, Hailey and Doyal, attempt- 
€d to make a contract for the sale 
of this timber without first know- 
ing the quantity, quality, or the 
location thereof, and at the time 
they attempted to sell the timber 
for the sum of $30,500 they had on 
file with the Commission other 
offers by responsible parties who 
would have purchased the same 
timber at a price of approximate- 
ly $55,000. They then attempted 
to rescind this contract. The mat- 
ter was placed in the Courts and 
after two rulings by the Courts 
favorable to the County, the Com- 
missioners met and, again acting 
by the said majority, for some 
reason or reasons unknown to this 
Grand Jury, the Commissioners 
ordered the County seal placed on 
the original contract and ordered 
a delivery of the contract to the 
original purchaser. 

The latter action by the Com- 
missioners may lead to an un- 
favorable decision for the County 
of the suits now pending in the 
Courts. These two suits are still 
pending in the Courts. If and when 
they are finally determined, 
should the County lose these law- 
suits and be forced to convey the 
timber to the purchaser at a price 
of $30,500, and the County -thus 
suffer a loss of approximately 
$25,000 by reason of the foregoing 
actions of the members of the 
Board of County Commissioners 
who voted for the same, we 
strongly urge that succeeding 
Grand Juries renew the investiga- 
tion and if in their opinion the law 
as to malpractice in office has 
been violated, they then take such 
action as will protect the interest 
of the County and see that those 
who have violated the law be 
punished.

Vanderbilt is a big team, and nowadays six-four is as com- 
mon on the basketball court as fleas on a gypsy hound. The 
Commodores are built like athletes und conduct themselves 
like subway patrons. Only that type approach can impress 
Kentucky. 

The big wheel in the Vanderbilt machine is Dave Kardokus, a 
spidery, expressionless Greek from across the river in Evansville, 
Ind. He is not spectacular, does not appear to exert himself, but 
turns it on and off in a tantalizing way. His best shot is a one- 
hand jump off balance: Weiss is perhaps the next most valuable 
operator, though he fired a blank Saturday night.

However, the blank was filled in by Bob Dudley, a Nash- 
ville native who is either hot or cold, never in between. It was 
his basket drives that kept Vanderbilt’s grip on the Wildcats’ tail 
on the first half. When Smith cooled, blond-topped Gene South- 
wood, also out of Evansville, came off the bench and commanded 
the Vandy second half. The young man with the face of an artist 
and shots to match was an uncanny contributor to the string of 
points that carried the issue to Kentucky. It was his leaping tra- 
jectory shot from the corner that first gave Vandy the 51-50 lead 
in its comeback. Here he was rejoined by Kardokus, timid in the 
first half, but now as bold as knight in armor, and the winning 
charge was on. 

Vanderbilt must be cited for meritorious conduct at times 
when it appeared the Kentucky rout was on. Twice in the 
second half the Commodores were 10 points behind, and twice 
they whittled it down. On the second run, they hit 10 of 13 
field shots, and with 4:10 on the clock, minute man Southwood 
rammed home the bucket that gave them the lead at 57-55 and 
they never lost #. The game ended with the museum sight of 
Kentucky trying to break a freeze. 

Through it all, Baron Rupp, his right eye aching from an 
infection, lived in torture on the bench. Even winning, the 
basketball genius and his shadow, Harry Lancaster, comprise one 
of the finest acts outside show business, but on a losing night it tore 
at a man’s heartstrings to watch the two. While the SUKY refused 
to give in to remorse, there were many other scripts changed. Gov. 
Lawrence Weatherby, who took office the week of football defeat 
by Tennessee, obviously was pained as he made the presentations.

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Unveiling the Corrupting Monster 


Coming closely on the heels of the 
shocking Kefauver report of the alliance 
between the underworld and politics is 
the report by a courageous Fulton County 
grand jury which presents a picture based 
on sworn evidence and records which can- 
not fail to shock the conscience and the 
hearts of the people. 

The grand jury found, and sustains by 
sworn evidence, that liquor licenses were 
obtained by fraud and in violation of the 
regulations. 


The jury found, and sustains by 
evidence, that the licenses are worth 
as much as $100,000 and that families 
have been allowed to accumulate sev- 
eral while lawful residents of the 
county have not been able to 80 ob- 
tain them. 


The jury finds that not only are “ex- 
cessive dues” collected from wholesalers, 
but that 20 cents per case is collected from 
retailers for political use. 

Cannot the next jury call in those who 
received this money, put them under oath, 
and then ask to whom this meney was 
paid? 

There have been reports in every 
gubernatorial race that the liquor interests 
made heavy contributions to both sides. 

To whom did they pay it? 


The jury says this money and the 
influence of liquor dealers who got 
for a small fee licenses which immedi- 
ately became worth many thousands 
are building a political empire—may 
have already built it. 


Let us pick from the presentments a 
few significant paragraphs—not surmise— 
but facts: 

“Many licenses were obtained and are 
still in force that were secured by fraud- 
ulent means ... there are 23 holders of 
liquor licenses in the city and county with 
criminal records...” 

So powerful has this group grown, the 
grand jury found some of them appar- 
ently believing themselves above the law 
... ‘some of them (liquor dealers) are 
arrogant and even resented being called 
before the grand jury to give information.” 
The presentments further said: 


“According to the statement of the 
State Revenue Commissioner, Honor- 
able Charles D. Redwine, there was 
$64,000,000 worth of whisky cleared 
through State warehouse last year. 
This does not take into consideration 
the vast amount of liquor that was 
bootlegged into our State without the 
payment of State taxes. This amount 
has been estimated by the revenue 
commissioner at $5,000,000. The profit 
on the legal liquor was $23,000,000. 

“Several of the liquor dealers ap- 
pearing before this committee esti- 
mated that half of the liquor sold in 
Georgia legally was sold in Fulton 
County. Thus the liquor dealers in 
Fulton County alone made a profit 
of $11,500,000 during last year. 

“This wealth, consolidated into the 
hands of a comparatively few people, 
who are dependent upon governmental 
bodies and governmental adminis- 
trators and officeholders for their very 
existence, will become the monster 
that could corrupt every phase of our 
State, county and municipal govern- 
ment. 

“As evidence of that fact, two fam- 
ilies, the Rinzler family and the Lev- 
enson family, and their connections, 
now or have at one time owned 16 
liquor stores in the City of Atlanta 
and Fulton County. 

“To say that our governing authori- 


ties are not absolutely and completely 
responsible for this condition is to en- 
tirely overlook the fact that our Legis- 
lature, realizing the danger inherent 
in the liquor traffic, declared it to be 
the public policy of this State that 
liquor had no rights and had only the 
privileges, which privileges may be 
granted, canceled, or withheld in the 
discretion of the geverning bodies. 
There can be no shirking of the respon- 
sibility of this deplorable condition by 
either our City Council or our County 
Commissioners.” 


No citizen will for a moment doubt 
but that responsibility has been shirked 
by city and county officials. 

The grand jury thought it “significant” 
that certain commissioners showed great 
personal interest in certain licenses being 
obtained. The grand jury produced testi- 
mony under oath of a lot being bought 
and a liquor store being built before the 
license was obtained. 


That man must have known he was 
sure to get it. 


The grand jury produced sworn testi- 
mony of at least one commissioner’s pick- 
ing up frequent packages of whiskey, which 
the clerk believed to be gifts. 


The jury lists the dealers with 
criminal records—obtained and held 
in violation of regulations—and some 
of the records are serious ones. Ap- 
parently men with bootlegging rec- 
ords during prohibition were the most 
favored, although there are other rec- 
ords of violating immigration laws, 
lottery, and so on. 


~The jury found evidence of a tie-up be- 
tween retailers and the lottery, or gam- 
bling business. 


The public must read these present- 
ments. 

The Atlanta Constitution plans to pub- 
lish, as a public service, the hundreds of 
pages of supplementary presentments on 
file with the clerk. They will be offered 
serially until completed. 


This is a sordid story. 


The public can put two and two to- 
gether. 

The way is open to the next grand jury 
to dig into this record for possible indict- 
ments. This jury and the solicitor’s office 
worked hard and courageously on this 
record. As Judge Moore said, it is prob- 
ably the most conscientious and hard- 
working investigating grand jury in his- 
tory. 

We, tke public, cannot let them down. 

Let public opinion look into all pos- 


-sible ways to help this jury and the 


next one. 

It may be we have saved ourselves 
before it is too late from the “financial 
empire” which collects money to control 
politics—and the lives of our people. 

The jury properly called it “a corrupt- 
ing monster.” 

Legal control of the problem re- 
mains the best plan—if public officials 
will do their duty. Prohibition created 
an even worse monster. The big ques- 
tion now is—will public officials do 
their duty? 

Liquor dealers who are honest should 
come forward and talk. If they do not 
they, too, will be dragged down. They can 
tell much. The public will expect it. 

There is another chapter—for which 
there is not now room—the timber deal. 
The jury says three commissioners, Doyal, 
Hailey and Towns, ignored a larger bid 
and, for unknown reasons, insisted on sell- 
ing for much less than could have been 
had. The story must be continued.

I have been following with considerable in- 
terest the testimony presented before the special 
Senate subcommittee investigating the RFC.

New Amendment 


Will Have Weight 


WASHINGTON—Adoption of the new 22nd 

Amendment to the Constitution, limiting future 

Presidents to two terms, is expected to have a 

profound influence on President Truman’s ultimate decision with 
regard to a third term. 

Opinion is still somewhat divided on what Mr. Truman plans 
to do next year when the, time comes for the Democrats to nomi- 
nate a new presidential ticket. He is not affected by the amend- 
ment just ratified by three-fourths of the states. 

But whatever the President may be thinking today, it is easy 
to see where the effect of the amendment may greatly influence 
his final decision. That decision, it is believed, will be against 
running again. 

Here is how trained political analysts size up the situation in 
the light of the action of the states in incorporating the two-term 
tradition into the organic law of the land: While Mr. Truman is 
not bound by the amendment, an exemption having been made of 
him because he was the White House incumbent at the time it 
was submitted by Congress, nevertheless he would be under a 
heavy moral restraint against running. And, as one politico has 
put it, anything that involves morality can easily become a live 
political liability. 


More Potent To put itina more realistic way, Mr. Truman, 
if he runs again, would be accused of taking 

advantage of his preferred position in disregard of what now has 
come to be fundamental law. In that way it could be raised as a 
more potent issue than the two-term tradition which Franklin D. 
Roosevelt was accused of violating when he ran for a third term. 
To strengthen its case, the opposition could go back to the 
record to show that Mr. Truman long has been an advocate of the 
two-term limitation on the tenure of our Presidents. He made 
no move to oppose the new amendment when it was approved by 
the 80th Congress. And while he supported President Roosevelt 
when he ran for a third term he did so largely because of the 
war emergency that confronted us at the time. His feelings all 
along, according to those who have checked the record, have been 
on the score that two terms should be enough for any President. 
In the light of this background, it would be somewhat embar- 
rassing for the President to seek another term, it is argued not 
without force. Particularly since by the end of his present term 
he will have served eight years minus less than three months. 


ss Actually the maximum time any future Presi- 
The Limit dent may spend in the White House under the 
22nd Amendment is limitec to two and one-half terms. The amend- 
ment provides that, “No person shall be elected to the office of 
the President more than twice, and no person who has held the 
office of President, or acted as President, for more than two years 
of a term to which some other person was elected President shall 
be elected to the office of the President more than once.” 

In other words, but for the exemption granted Mr. Truman 
under the amendment as it was framed he would not be eligible to 
seek re-election next year. Inevitably the moralists would be 
able to raise an issue on the score that the President was taking 
advantage of the situation. 

Many keen students of political affairs in Washington are 
veering to the opinion that the President is getting away from 
any thought of running again, if, in fact, he has not already defi- 
nitely made up his mind to stand aside. But if the question is 
still unsettled in his mind, the effect of the amendment, it is felt, 
will now weigh very much against a third-term decision.

It became the duty of Republican National 
Chairman Guy George Gabrielson to pronounce 
the final words, though, of course, without men- 
tioning the departed brother. 


Solemnly—you could almost hear soft 
organ music in the background—the Repub- 
lican chairman said ratification of the con- 
stitutional amendment “disposes finally of 
the myth of the ‘indispensable map.’” (But 
does it, Mr. Gabrielson, dispose of “that 
man” you have in mind? Does it stay the 
hand of history?) 


He went on: 

“This means that no President henceforth 
will decide all by himself that he is the indis- 
pensable man and therefore should run for a 
third, or even a fourth term. It means that the 
time-honored tradition against more than two 
terms in the White House—set by George Wash- 
ington—will not again be flouted by personal 
ambition. ‘There is no place for kings and dic- 
tators in our republic.” 

Dictators! How often we heard that a few 
years back, even as it was heard, at the very 
start, about President George Washington (his 
enemies said he wanted to be king). And we 
heard it on down the line about Thomas Jeffer- 
son, Andrew Jackson, Abraham Lincoln, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt and Woodrow Wilson. 

As we look back across the course of our 
history we now recognize those as our real 
democrats, with a small “d,” in the White House, 
and we ave come away far enough to see that 
Franklin D. Roosevelt is among them. Theodore 
Roosevelt and Woodrow Wilson had the vision 
to see how our modern-machine civilization, or- 
ganized so that a few had control over the many, 
was imposing shackles on the ordinary man. 
They began to unloose those bonds by putting

restraints on the new masters of our economy, 
so that the individual could be a free, self-reliant 
and self-respecting citizen of an industrial 
democracy. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt carried that on in the 
many ways with which we are now so familiar. 
Some, of course, never liked that about him, 
as they didn’t like it about Theodore Roosevelt 
and Woodrow Wilson.

If Franklin D. Roosevelt had wanted te 
be a dictator he had the opportunity the 
very day he took office. The occasion was 
ripe, with breadlines stretching around 
corners and hungry, desolate men walking 
the streets looking for jobs that didn’t exist. 


The occasion solemnized by Mr. Gabrielson 
stirs up reflections in a reporter who has 
watched five presidents here closely and at first- 
hand, beginning with Warren G. Harding. It 
seems lucky now that we had Franklin D. Roose- 
velt for those grim days of depression when he 
took hold boldly and, with the help of our 
people, reorganized our economy and put the 
country back on its feet. 

It seems lucky now, too, that he was re- 
elected for a third term and a fourth, for he 
led our democracy in a great victory and spread 
its spirit far abroad in the world. Today, when 
we. are faced with another totalitarian threat, 
that leadership which aroused respect for our 
nation and our way of life is paying dividends in 
friendship and support for us and our cause 
among people in many lands. . 

Just a footnote to the history of our times.

Of course, we didn’t tap Miss Chappell’s 
telephone wire or rifle her desk as reporters 
used to do in old-fashioned movies.

For one thing, Miss Chappell’s little home 
seemed to have been lovingly wrought and for 
permanence. Maybe a person who loved her own 
little plot of Georgia soil and had painstakingly 
dug a garden out ofthe rocks could be interested 
in furthering Russia’s objectives ... but some- 
how it just doesn’t seem so. You find the little 
house Miss Chappell shares during vacations 
with her sister (a teacher at that good church 
college, Young Harris) set back in the woods on 
a rocky slope.

I say, your first im- 


pulse is to feel sorry for the blind man. 


But when you look at that faithful dog and read the expres- 


sion in his eyes and in his demeanor, it is about all you can do to keep from bursting into tears. 


He is an intelligent doggie; he’s bound to be to 
take care of the job assigned him. 

And yet, this same intelligence puts him at 
an enormous disadvantage, because he is able to 
understand his condition. He is able to under- 
stand that both he and his master are destined 
for the shabbier things of life. a 


They must take the dregs, must be buf- 
feted around, given the crumbs when they 
are given anything, and the next day must 
be like the present one. There is nothing over 
the horizon for theni except the final sleep. 


I think the dog deserves lots more sympathy 
than the man. To be blind is bad enough and no 
one would deny to the blind anything that will 
make their situation better. But all of us have 
known blind men and women who have done 
great things with their lives. 

Walter McDonald and the late Paul Donehoo, 
known to thousands for their brilliance, are nota- 
ble examples of what a man can do in spite of a 
handicap.

WASHINGTON—A nightmare is beginning to haunt those principally responsible for Ameri- 
can foreign policy. For it is now about as certain as such things can be that the Kremlin will 
soon formally propose a German settlement based on the unity of a “neutralized” Germany, 


after the staged withdrawal of all occupation troops. 


And it is even possible that the Kremlin 


will add glittering window dressing, by ostensibly accept'ng the principle of a free, secret, un- 
supervised vote to elect a single all-German government. 


This prospect has initiated a crucial, agonized 
debate in the inner circles of the State Depart- 
ment and the Pentagon. For the objective ‘of 
such an apparently reasonable Soviet offer would 
be to end Western rearmament, split the Western 
alliance, and thus knock the props right out from 
under American foreign policy. 


The evidence is increasingly strong that the 
Soviets will produce some such proposal at the 
forthcoming Foreign Ministers’ conference. 


This evidence takes various forms, such 
as dispatches from Moscow, passed by the 
Soviet censors, reporting that the Soviets 
are now eager for a German settlement on 
generous terms. But the most convincing 
evidence is provided by the course of the 
campaign for “unity and neutrality” waged 
within Germany by the East German Com- 
munists. 


At first, this campaign was based exclusively 
on the “Prague resolutions.” The campaign made 
little headway, simply because the “Prague reso- 
lutions” are no more than a crude blueprint for 
the Communist capture of all Germany. But re- 
cently, East German Communist chief Otto 
Grotewohl suddenly switched the line, more than 
hinting that the Communists would welcome 
free, secret elections throughout Germany as a 
basis for forming a united government. 

Grotewohl acted, of course, on specific in- 
structions from the Kremlin. And Grotewohl’s 
line thus almost certainly foreshadows the Krem- 
lin’s line at the Foreign Ministers’ meeting. Al- 
most no informed official believes that a Soviet 
offer of a German settlement on such terms 
would be genuine. The reasons are obvious. 

A genuine German settlement would also in- 
volve a genuine Austrian settlement. This would 
mean a Soviet guarantee to withdraw the Red 
Army from all the satellites—and the satellites 
are more restive than ever before. It would 
mean the loss to Russia of the vital Erzegebirge 
uranium mines in East Germany. A really secret 
vote would mean an overwhelming defeat of the 


East German Communist regime, and a deadly 


blow at Soviet world prestige. Finally, it would 
mean a pro-Western, or at least strongly anti- 
Communist, all-German government, and how- 
ever “neutralized” Germany might be, it is al- 
most unimagineable that the Kremlin would ac- 
cept such a risk. 

For these reasons and others, it is believed 
that any Soviet proposal for a German settle- 


ment will be essentially a fake, a tempting trap 
for the unwary West. Yet, even a fake pro- 
posal, vleverly camouflaged, could ‘have disas- 
trous consequences. American policy is now 
squarely based on the assumption that a true 
balance of power can only be achieved, and 
peace maintained, if Western Europe is rendered 
defensible. 


The Pentagon is convinced ‘that Western Eu- 
rope can never be defended without German 
participation. A German settlement providing 
for withdrawal of all occupation troops and the 
permanent demilitarization of Germany would, 
it is feared, cause the Western European defense 
effort, now just getting under way under Gen. 
Eisenhower’s leadership, to crumble into now- 
ingness. 


. 


Yet, even if the Kremlin only seemed 
ready to offer a reasonable settlement in- 
volving the withdrawal of the Red Army to 
the Russian frontiers, the offer would be al- 
most unbearably tempting to the Germans, 
the French, the British, and even to many 
Americans. It might throw the whole West- 
ern alliance into an uproar of bitter mutual 
recrimination, causing the alliance to fall 
apart. 


This is why the internal debate now going 
on is so vitally important. One school of thought, 
particularly in the Pentagon, believes any Ger- 
man settlement at this time, on any terms, dis- 
astrous. This school would attempt to forestall 
the Kremlin with a prior American proposal for 
a German settlement, festooned with conditions 
which the Soviets would not conceivably accept. 
Yet any diplomatic device so obvious and so 
clumsy might itself split the Allies, by convincing 
the Eyropeans that the United States was in- 
terested only in war. 


Another, smaller school of thought believes 
that German rearmament should be used as a 
bargaining counter; that it is not wholly impos- 
sible that Soviet policy may actually have 
reached a turn in the “zig-zag” course pre- 
scribed by Lenin; and that we should be prepared 
to recognize this change of course, and to take 
maximum advantage of it. One thing is clear— 
and it is the reason why one of these reporters 
has now left for Germany. The world struggle 
is now moving into a new stage of crisis, which 
will almost certainly center around the country 
which Lenin called “the key to Europe.”

WASHINGTON, March 4—(#)—A miniature earthquake 
recording instrument has been developed by government ex- 
perts to detect heart disease. 


The instrument is strapped across a patient’s shins and is 
so sensitive it records the tiny vibrations caused in the body by 
each beat of the heart. 

The principle is the same as that used in the seismograph, 

that records earth movements and detects quakes. 
; The instrument is called a “ballistocardiograph.” Such an 
instrument has been in limited use in medical diagnosis, an 
announcement said, but a government heart specialist and elec- 
tronic experts have added improvements. — 

Describing’ these Sunday, the Civil Aeronautics Adminis-

Working Girl’s Urge ToShim 


With the price of meals above the ceiling on white-collar wages, 
The following note is typical of re- 


heaven help the working girl! 
cent requests: 


“So many of us have to carry 
a lunch now, and the kind of 
lunch that can be carried in a 
paper bag is so fattening. Won't 
you tell us how to defatten a 
sandwich, or advise what to take 
in jts place?” 

Here’s the formula for a sand- 
wich that is satisfying but not 
fattening. Increase the thickness 
of the meat, cheese or egg fill- 
ing, and use thinly sliced bread. 
Use mustard for flavor and go 
light on butter or mayonnaise. 


If luncheon meat is _ used, 
make it two or three slices, in- 
stead of one. If meat loaf is the 
filler, use a thick wedge. With 
cheese, have three thin slices 
rather than one. Or use a whole 
sliced egg for one sandwich. 


Protein not only has;a stick- 
to-the-ribs quality, but the.ener- 
gy carry-over is greater. And of 
course, the slimming rule is 
more protein and less starch be- 
cause of the stimulating action 
of the protein. 


To vary the lunch, you 
might like to carry thinly 
sliced bread and butter and 
eat with a hard-cooked egg, a 
wedge of cheese or a chicken 
leg or luncheon meat. Take 
different kinds of bread—rye, 
cracked wheat, thin «dark 
bread with a molasses flavor 
or white bread. 


As a sandwich binder for a 
chopped meat filler, use boiled 
dressing with a bit of mustard 
mixed in, or use mayonnaise 
thinned with milk. 

To add variety, wax paper 
wrap some raw carrot sticks, 
celery hearts, pickles or rad- 
ishes. Or take a fresh tomato. 
All these are good space fillers. 

To keep the calories on the 
safe and slimming side, have a 
piece of fresh fruit for dessert 
instead of cake or tarts. A tan- 
gerine or an easy-to-peel type 
of orange, an apple, pear, grapes 
or a banana, are all good. 


A hot beverage makes any 
lunch more satisfying. If you 
can, have a cup of hot tea or 
coffee, or a cup of bouillon. 
It’s easy to carry a tea bag or 
bouillon cube, or to make in- 
stant coffee if there is any 
place to fix it. 


One more tip, girls. Eat a good 
breakfast, and a slimming lunch 
~will be completely satisfying. Be 
sure to have some protein in the 
morning meal, for experiments 
prove a breakfast that includes 
an egg or meat, or cereal and 
milk, has a greater energy car- 
ryover. 

A toast and coffee breakfast 
is not adequate and leads to the 
well known mid-morning slump. 
Breakfast need not be high in 
calories. Have a citrus fruit or 
juice, an egg, and a strip of 
bacon if you like, plus a couple 
of thin slices of toast and cof- 
fee. That breakfast will not only 
result in more energy all morn- 
ing, but will keep you, from 
wanting to overeat at lunch.

Have Enough Circuits

Lamp Shades 
Need Washing 
After Winter 


By SCARLETT BLANTON 


Spring has a very discerning 
eye, especially when its warm 
sunshine filters through your 
curtains and lands like an ac- 
cusing spotlight on your dusty 
lampshades. You'll probably 
gasp with disbelief. 

Somehow through the cold 
airless Winter, your shades have 
accumulated a layer of untidy 
dust and you are at a loss as 
to what to do. 

Ever think of washing a 
lampshade? 

The process is perfectly sim- 
ple, and the only precautionary 
measure is to examine the 
shade carefully, first, to see how 
it is put together. Even though 
there may be no question about 
the washability of the material, 
the construction will determine 
the cleaning method. 


If it is a sewn fabric shade, 
and the binding is stitched on, 
it will take a hearty dunking 
in plenty of soapsuds and 
lukewarm water. This treat- 
ment applies to gathered and 
pleated styles, as well as to 
the stretched tailored shades. 


But if the binding is glued 
on, you can easily take invisible 
stitches to anchor it perma- 
nently in place. That goes for 
braid or washable ornaments, 
too. Metallic trimmings should 
be removed before wetting to 
avoid tarnish. . 

In tubbing shades that get 
the full bath treatment, swish 
them a number of times in 
sudsy- water, using a sponge to 
clean off the badly soiled areas. 
To rinse, dip in clear lukewarm 
water, shake off the excess, and 
place on a towel to drain. 

As soon as it no longer drips, 
the shade can be put back on 
the ‘lamp and the electric fan 
turned on it to speed the dry- 
ing. If you prefer. switch on the 
light:. it gives off considerable 
drying heat. The shades can 
also be hung outdoors by sim- 
ply tying them with a string to 
the clothesline. 


Fiberglass; washable parch- 
ment, or plastic shades will 
also take the full bath treat- 
ment if they’re.securely laced 
or sewn to the frame. 


For shades of less sturdy. 


construction, follow the sponge ° 


method. Using plenty of thick 
dry soapsuds, go over both the 
inside and out quickly; rinse 
with a sponge or cloth; and then 
wipe dry.

If your mind goes on and 
copes with the thought that— 
aside from the human beings

life, the fertile earth, the clean- 
sweet brooks and rivers might 
be wiped out, ou can get into 
a state bordering on paralysis. 
“Why go on? What’s the use 
of anything?” 


Many of us who think and 
care greatly—perhaps, espe- 
cially, our young people who 
have never been out from 
under the shadow of war since 
they were born—are period- 
ically dragged down into a 
deep discouragement over 
world conditions, and over 
our own participation in com- 
bat and national conflicts re- 
mote from our shores. , 


But we can’t allow ourselves 
to remain down there. Much of 
what we dread for the future 
may never happen. 

Indeed no direct attack of any 
kind may ever take place. What 
is occurring now is bad enough 
and sad enough. That there are 
other eventualities we know. 

For you who are adult read- 
ers I would not, probably, be 
writing in this way if you did 
not have children—either chil- 
dren in your family, or close 
contact with children in your 
profession: as. for instance, if 
you are a teacher. 


Children take their basic 
attitudes from the adults they 
are most with. If you have a 
courageous and workable ap- 
proach to living under to- 
dav’s handicaps, your children 
will copy it. 


The matter of school drills, 
how to act under direct attack 
or resort to shelter if there is 
time—these and other prepara- 
tions for self-nreservation and 
defense can become, in the 
course of time. routine. Actually, 
with this familiarity there comes 
to be a small measure of ac- 
centance of possible disaster.

Hospital ‘Rest’ 


Too Often 


Unnecessary 


Now and then some great in- 
tellect decides that he must go 
to a hospital for a “rest.” He is 
apt to shop around quite a bit 
to find a doctor who will agree 
with him. This type of action is 
prevalent among many persons 
who thrive on publicitv. They 
like to have the public think 
that they are worn out as the 
result of their often unneces- 
sary and silly didos. 


No matter how tired a person 
may get, about eight hours of 
rest will restore him. The “rest” 
a person gets by going to a hos- 
pital for a week or more does 
not exceed the value of a rest 
obtained in a quiet hotel or a 
resort. The notion that a com- 
edian gets so “tired” from his 
many assignments that he is 
compelled to rest for an entire 
week in bed in a hospital, is 
another one of those fallacies. 

If it were not necessary to 
be ordered into a hospital by a 
doctor, a great many beds would 
be occupied by those who just 
go along for the ride. If the 
publicity hounds couldn't get 
press notices about their admit- 
tance to a hospital, very few 
would go—if they could help it. 
As it is, they soon get out when 
the papers cease mentioning it. 


Many of the persons who 
plead with a doctor to admit 
them to a hospital “for a rest” 
are obscure and frustrated souls 
who hope that people will no- 
tice what has happened and get 
curious about them. They hope 
their acquaintances will imag- 
ine they might be desperately 
sick. 

Many of these folks get a 
great kick out of the attention 
they receive in the hospital. The 
opportunity to relate in great 
detail—and in a “sick” and 
strained voice—all they think 
might> be ailing them, is just 
all right. And the business of 
offering up a few drops of 
blood, getting temperatures 
taken, baths and alcohol rub 
downs in bed, meals in bed and 
folks writing things down on 
charts about them. They love it. 

Then there is the fellow who 
doesn’t like hospitals, period. 
Even if it is zood he doesn’t 
like it. He doesn’t want any- 
body fooling around with him— 
bathing him, taking his temper- 
ature or feeding him. And he 
despises the odors and the 
starched regimen. As long as 
he can stand up he doesn’t want 
to lie down. He resents some- 
one asking him how his bowels 
are working. He thinks it’s 
none of their business. He thinks 
a lot of it is just stuff and no- 
sense. He wants to go home. 


There is a lot to be said for 
the latter fellow. If he is able 
to get up and walk, feed him- 
self and get along by himself, 
he is entitled to know why he 
should go to the hospital. If 
he is in the hospital merely for 
the doctor’s convenience (a rare 
thing, I hope, these days) or 
because the family wants to get 


him of their hands, he is up | 


against a bad deal. 


Of course many persons who | 


require a serious operation are 
able to walk into the hospital. 
Hospitalization is vitally essen- 
tial to life at times. But the 


poor bird who does not require | 


an .operation and who is just 
undergoing “observation,” has 
my sympathy, I am in accord 
with him when he seeks to have 
the necessary * “observations” 
made outside the hospital. 

I think more of these “obser- 
vations” should be made out- 
side the hospital.
